Online with Jonesy 
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Last month I wrote of the wealth 
of information that is available online, 
encompassing just about any interest 
or activity one may be involved in or 
have some curiosity about. 


One place or another, there are 
forums for talking with others about 
everything from aviation to zoology, 
and most everything in between. So 
whether your interests lie in under- 
water photography, quilting, beer 
recipes, or radio-controlled model air- 
planes, there is something there for 
you.Any of you who have seen the 
topic list of one of the major sub- 
scription service will have some idea 
of the tremendous scope of topics 
available. 


Even a simple local BBS will 
usually have a variety of topic areas, 
and not a few also are ‘netted’, or 
hooked up with similar boards else- 
where.I’m not going to get into the 
networks just now (since there’s a lot 
more I want to find out about them 
first), except to say that there, too, 
you will find a range of ‘echoes’ that 
are sure to have some interest for 
you. 


But all that is for another time. 
This month, something a bit whimsi- 
cal comes to mind. 


Some of you may have noticed 
that the very last item of last month’s 
column was the expression ‘‘<g,d,1>’’, 
and may have wondered what that 
meant. 


From the days of modeming yore 
come a whole slew of abbreviations, 
expressions, and conventions.Some are 
used to save time, effort, and space; 
others are used to help show expres- 
sion beyond that readily available 
without using many words in their 
stead. 


For instance, often you might see 
somewhere within a message some- 
thing such as ”’ :-) ’’. Tilt your head 


a bit to towards your left shoulder, 
and what at first glance appears cryp- 
tic suddenly emerges as two eyes, a 
nose, and a mouth - the basic ‘smiley 
face’.I don’t know who first coined

the term (Pll try to find out), but 
these faces are known as emoticons. 


Emoticons come in all flavors, 
such things as: 


:-) basic smile 
:-( frowning, or sad 
;-) wink 


8-) wears eyeglasses (or, perhaps, 
‘ “goggle-eyed’’) 


Well, you get the idea. For 
further reference, you might want to 
look at the file ‘“‘emoticon.txt”’ in our 
own board’s ST file area. And when 
I can remember to do so, Pll upload 
a similar compendium of faces called 
“‘smiley.txt’’. Both these files are in 
straight ASCII, so they should be able 
to be easily viewed on just about any 
computer. 


These emoticons are used to add 
to the text of a message, to show 
amusement, dismay, or indicate that 
something should be taken lightly or 
in jest - they’re used to modify the 
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bare meaning of the words them- 
selves. 


Some folks will spell out what 
they mean, for instance ° <grin> ”’, 
> <smile> ’’, or °? <blush> ”. And 
of course some of these may get 
abbreviated:<grin> becomes <g>. If 
it’s a whopper of a grin, you might 
even see <G!>.

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CEPS Report 


Some months ago I heard that 
Atari was going to be at the Desktop 
Publishing show in nearby Chicago. I 
was anxious to see an Atari exhibit 
first hand, and I was quite certain 
that there would be a variety of exhi- 
bits that I would be interested in. 


April finally arrived, and with it 
came my first experience with McCor- 
mick Place, which must be the largest 
facility in the world! It was easily a 
1/2 mile hike to the first entrance to 
the first building, with I would guess 
another 1/2 mile jaunt to the actual 
Atari Exhibit. There were 6 or 7 
trade shows going on in the facility 
at that time, and I believe we saw 
them all! 


The Atari ‘‘Professional Systems 
Group” was nestled in the far corner 
of the floor area. The area was set up 
in kiosk type stations, with a number 
of TT workstations for demonstrating 
specific publishing applications. 


First to catch my eye was Cala- 
mus SL and the enthusiastic and 
knowledgeable Klaus Darms, who had 
flown in from Germany to staff the 
show, his first trip to the states. I 
spent some time talking with Klaus 
about the updated version of Calamus 
he is currently working on, and hopes 
will be released sometime soon. Cala- 
mus SL was running on a TT, the 
PTC1426 colour monitor, a couple of 
Syquest 44MB removable drives, and 
a 300 dpi Spectra Star colour thermal 
printer. The print quality from a pro- 
fessional standpoint, using the associa- 
ted printer, is considered to be proof 
quality by those that travel in the 
CEPS circle, but the end product with 
the hardware and software provided is 
truly of the finest professional quality 
at an affordable cost, in my humble 
opinion. 


The Calamus SL developers have 
opted for a modular approach to spe- 
cific user needs, allowing the user to 


actually taylor his software to his 
own requirements. An intelligent 
approach to satisfy user needs, and 
one that seems to be the trend in 
programming today. 


I also was able to talk with the 
Soft-Logic representative, who was 
showing PageStream 2, yet another 
choice for the serious user. The pro- 
gram, when released, (they are only 
waiting for the new manuals and 
packaging to be completed for the 
ST/STe/TT version) will list for 
$299.95, or current registered owners 
can update for a $75 fee. Unfor- 
tunately, I did not take the PageS- 
tream ‘‘tour’? so I am able to relay 
little information on this new upgrade. 


Goldleaf Publishing proudly pre- 
sented a complete range of publishing 
solutions of ‘“‘uncompromising speed, 
quality and value,’ ranging in price 
from $149.95 for Wordflair II to 
$1,995.95 for Retouche Professional 
CD. The only demonstration I felt 
“‘comfortable’’ with was Wordflair II. 
Quite frankly, the entire display was 
intimidating to me, an end user still 
struggling with Publisher, Pagestream 
and a 24 pin printer. There I was, 
attending a show in which 300 dpi 
color thermal printers are used for 
“‘proofing.’’ Way out of my league. 


For:more detailed information on 
the specifics of the show, I will 
direct you to the outstanding report 
written by our friend Mike Brown of 
LCACE that appeared in Znet 9115. I 
would like to instead relay my 
thoughts on Atari and their place in 
this market after seeing their Profes- 
sional Systems Group. 


As I indicated earlier, Atari had, 
not a small, but more conservative 
booth area at CEPS. At first glance, 
after looking around the floor, I felt a 
bit dismayed, after finding a Macin- 
tosh in just about every booth. One 
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could have easily mistaken the entire 
show for a Macintosh convention. It 
appears they have cornered and over- 
taken the publishing market by leaps 
and bounds. 


If it seems that there is no room 
for the Atari name in a Mac world, 
Atari Corp. hasn’t noticed. Despite 
odds that many, most of us would 
find impossible to overcome, Atari 
hangs in there, actually keeping up 
and technologically surpassing the 
giants, through innovative processes of 
their own. I couldn’t help but feel 
that if it were I who owned Atari 
Corp., I don’t think I would have 
persisted even this long in the com- 
puter market with a non-IBM compat- 
ible. I probably would have surren- 
dered long ago, and would have 
redirected all efforts to the clone mar- 
ket. 


The story of the tortoise and the 
hare keeps coming to mind though, as 
I think of Atari’s place in the United 
States computer arena. Let’s not for- 
get who won that race, and how he 
did. Perhaps if there is one thing we 
can all agree on, critics and Atari 
lovers alike, it’s that Atari has cer- 
tainly persevered in this market. They 
will never be on top in the United 
States we’d all agree, but then per- 
haps they are content, not greedy, 
with a small share of users, a close 
community of enthusiasts, one that 
some find more enjoyable and worth 
the disadvantages of not having a mil- 
lion + userbase. 


I, for one, am glad Atari Corp.

comfortable knowing the skipper at 
the helm is traveling along at a 
steady, albeit sometimes slow pace. I 
applaud Atari Corp., and all involved 
in the prestigious Professional Systems 
Group for their efforts and achieve- 
ments.

A selection of accessories and programs for the 
AUTO folder on your boot disk. This disk is a stand- 
alone, ready-to-run disk, with all AUTO folder programs in 
an AUTO folder on the disk. 


ABBREV: Abbreviator ST - An accessory which allows 
you to type an abbreviation into your 
favorite word processor, publisher, database, 
modem software, etc., and have the 
abbreviation expand automatically. For 
instance, you could type ‘‘jan’’ and have 


“‘January’’ appear. 


ACC_SELC: ACC Selector - A program that is to reside 
in the AUTO folder of a disk which 
contains multiple desk accessories. It allows 
the user to choose which 6 desk accessories 
to be loaded when booting. It also has 
many other features that help the user 
configure the environment he wishes, such 
as key click on/off, response time of the 
keyboard, the boot drive, etc. After selecting 
which accessories to load, pushing one of 
three function keys takes you to different 
resolution desktops. 
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AREACODE: Area Code Ver 2.2 - A utility which, when 
entering a 3-digit area code, will give you the 
state in which it is located, plus list some of 
the principal cities in that area code. You 
may also type in the name of a state, and it 
will give you all of the area codes in that 
state. This utility may be run as a program or 
as an accessory. This version includes area 
codes for Canada and International Long 
Distance Country Codes. 


Cal: The Calendar Program V4.5 - A calendar 
utility which lets you attach ‘‘events’’ to any 
day of the year. When Cal loads, it reads the 
current date from your system clock and 
checks to see if any events are scheduled for 
the day. If so, Cal displays an alert that 
shows you the day’s events. When Cal loads 
as an ACC, it dings the system bell if an 
event is scheduled. Also included on this disk 
is a related program, CalShow, which is an 
AUTO folder program that will read the 
events from Cal, display the next 22 events 
on screen, then pause so you can easily see 
what’s on tap for the next couple weeks. This 
should give you plenty of time to plan for 
upcoming events!

DFREE2: An accessory that will give you the free disk 
space on any valid drive. Click on the drive 
you want to know about, and you get the 
number of bytes and the number of k free on 


that drive. 


KXPset Printer Setup Utility V5.0 - A printer 
utility accessory which, although written with 
the Panasonic KX-P1124 in mind, should 
work with other 24-pin printers as well as 
with most 9-pin printers. In addition, this 
update of the accessory allows you to 
configure the actual control codes used for 
each feature, meaning you can set it up to 
work with virtually any printer at all. Among 
other options, you can can tum NLQ on or 
off, choose between 6 possible values for 
character spacing, and toggle between 
bidirectional and unidirectional printing. By 
selecting ‘‘Tiny Print’, you can choose to 
print entirely in superscript and get 50% more 
printing on a page. 

MemFile V3.0 - An accessory that allows the 
user to view and edit any portion of his ST’s 
memory, a file on any disk drive or the 
individual sectors of any drive. Because can 
be used as a desk accessory, it has the added 
advantage that it is available from any GEM 
application. It is also a moveable window

which means that you can re-position it to 
another location on the screen or even click 
on another open window. Numerous bug 
fixes and enhancements have been made to 
this version, including being able to run on 
the TT. 


NOROACH, TT/MegaSTE Boot Delay Setup 
and Virus Guard - A program by Atari 
Corporation which allows you to set the 
length of time TOS will wait before trying 
to boot from the hard disk. It also has the 
useful side effect of guarding against floppy 
disk viruses. The program operates by 
modifying the boot sector of your boot disk. 


POSTAL V2.2 - A postal abbreviation/zip 
code finder. This version adds common but 
unofficial abbreviations, plus abbreviations 
for Jamaica, Virgin Islands, and Mexico. The 
prior version had already added abbreviations 
for Canada. The utility can be run as an 
accessory Or a program by renaming the file 
extender appropriately. 

Power Print V2.1 - A utility for printing 
NeoChrome, Degas, Degas Elite pics, Tiny, 
and IFF format pictures. Pictures can be 
rotated 90 degrees when printed. 

SpiritEd - A simple accessory GEM-based 
text editor. It is written to provide an ability 
to enter and edit text from within 
SpiritWare’s Bible concordance program but 
you may find it useful in a wide variety of 
applications. It is designed to be easy to 
use. It’s use of the mouse, menus, and 
keyboard conforms as closely as possible to 
Macintosh user interface guidelines. It 
provides basic editing capabilities, including 
cutting, copying, pasting, searching and 
replacing. It can work with files as large as 
30K and it occupies approximately 85K of 
memory. It is compatible with all versions 
TOS, and with color, monochrome, and 
moniterm monitors. 


TLBB V1.5 - An accessory that will allow 
you to keep track of all the BBS’s that you 
call, allowing you to store the BBS Name, 
BBS number, Name of the Sysop, System 
Password, and your Password. 


Extensible Control Panel - The new modular 
control panel accessory by Atari Corporation. 
This is the control panel designed to be 
used with the Mega STe and the TT. It will 
work with any ST computer, however.

2COLUMNS: Two column Printer, Release 4 (01/91) - A 


utility which prints ASCII text files in a two 
column ‘‘magazine style’’ format. This saves 
paper and can make a listing much easier to 
refer to. To save even more paper, it has an 
option that simplifies two sided printing, even 
on continuous form paper. The program 
works very well with program documentation, 
source code listings, bulletin board captures, 
and ‘‘online’’ magazines. Enhancements added 
in this version include new TAB handling, 
blank line ‘‘filter’’, low memory operating 
mode, and ‘‘Repair Botched-Printout’’ option. 


League Bowling Secretary V5.0 - A program 
for keeping scores for a bowling league. The 
program will handle up to a 60 week season 
with up to 40 teams, consisting of 1 to 8 
players per team. You may also have up to 
200 ‘‘roving’’ substitutes for the league. The 
substitutes are not assigned to any certain 
team, so they may bowl for any one of the 
40 available teams. The program will handle 
many special cases, from blind, postponed, 
and forfeited games, to different handicaps for 
men and women. It allows you to store 
league schedules on disk in ASCII format. It 
even checks to see if a bowler is qualified 
for up to 8 different ABC awards. 


Cocktail Selector - A database containing the 
instructions for making cocktails. It is able to 
handle 1000 cocktails and 200 different 
ingredients. 


DC Disk Info by Double Click Software - A 
program which is used to give you a quick 
“*snapshot’’ of any disk. You will get visual 
representation of the file allocation on your 
disk, plus certain statistics about the disk. 
DC Floppy Configurator by Double Click 
Software - A program which easily allows 
you to logically add or remove the floppy 
disk drives from your system, as well as set 
the step rate for the drive. 

EZCOMM - A menu driven telecommunica- 
tions program which runs in medium or high 
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resolution. This program has many powerful 
features, yet is very easy to use. This 
version supports mouse and keyboard where 
possible, and supports speeds from 300 to 
-19200 baud.

Introduced on Disk 253, the original game 
and documentation was in Dutch. This 
version has been modified to convert it to 
English. An English capsule documentation 
is included. Two additional scenarios, a 
world map and a city map, have also been 
added to the original Canary Island scenario. 
Monochrome only. 


Computer Sorry - A colorful computerized 
version of the popular board game. TOS 1.0 
only. 


Tuzzle - A puzzle game where you try to 
bring the floating water to one of the exits. 
You do this by moving or turning the game 
pieces. There are 40 levels to the game.

Jungle Hero - The object is to rescue the 
hostages in this side- view scrolling game. If 
you liked all the blood in ‘‘Schoolyard 
Slaughter’’, you’ll love this game. That is, 
you will if you don’t mind if some of the 
blood is yours! The author states in the 
introduction that the game may not be 
suitable for children under age 17. 


Midi-Maze II - A game for up to 16 players 
who connect their computers with one another 
through the MIDI port. Each player directs a 
spherical Smiley through a maze, and 
whoever sees a friend, helps him and if he 
sees an enemy, he shoots him down. This 
excellent PD version of the original 
commercial game is from Germany, but has 
been translated into English, except for a few 
isolated words. An English translation of the 
documentation is also included. A number of 
enhancements to the original game have been 
made, including a comprehensive scoring 
system and such things as doors in the walls 
of mazes. Five mazes are included.
